Intellectual Freedom Advances 


The cause of intellectual freedom inched forward on 
the Sacramento State College drama front this week, SSC 
students will present a risque play, Desire Under the Elms, 
by Eugene O'Neill, tomorrow nicht in the Little Theater, 
objections by local hardnoses to the contrary not withstand- 
ing. 

The play will not be open to the public. It will be per- 
formed before a selected and invited audience. This is not 
the most ideal method of presentation—but it is vastly bet- 
ter than the procedure which was used last week when an- 
other “questionable play,” No Exit, was cancelled all to- 
gether when the self-appointed censors objected. 

Dr. Carl A. Thomas of the SSC drama faculty, said the 
semi-private performance was not a reaction to last week's 
cancellation. “We have been planning to do it this way for 
some time,” he said. 

Thomas explained that the staff of the play would not 
bar anyone who believes he would like it. “We just ask that 
people who attend make no criticism of the subject matter 
or the method in which it is treated,” he said. “They may 
criticize the performance as much as they like,” Thomas 
acided. 

This may very well be the best possible compromise of 
the issue of intellectual freedom. Such an arrangemeni does 
not accept the challenge to put on plays openly and without 
fear despite the objections of the blue-nosed element. It 
side-steps the issue rather than facing it. 

However, under this arrangement, the plays can be pro- 
duced—and anyone liberal enough to enjoy them can at- 


tend. Only the scoffers will be barred, and they probably 
wouldn’t enjoy the play anyway. 

In brief, the situation is this: The self-appointed cen- 
sors can protect their own virtue by staying away from the 
play where they aren’t welcome anyway. But they cannot 
prevent open minded students from going.

State Board of Education Approves 
Plans To Award Additional Degrees 


The state board of education 
approved Sacramento State Col- 
lege plans to award the master 
of science degree in the fields of 
applied life science and applied 
psychology last Friday. 

This decision -was authorized 
as the board ended its two day 
meeting on the SSC campus. 

This brings to four the number 
of master of science programs 
now authorized at SSC. Public 
administration and business ad- 
ministration programs to award 
the. degree were approved last 
spring by the board. 

Approval of undergraduate 
majors in geography and in rec- 
reation administration were also 


given. 

Last Thursday the board 
ordered a study of its operation 
and powers in order to strength- 
en its control over state college 
activities. 

As a result, it directed Dr. J. 
Burton Vasche, chief of the state 


education department's division 
of state coleges, to furnish de- 
tailed information on budgets 
and costs of news programs at 
state colleges.

Students of Sacramento State 
Coilege who have already had 
their first polio shot are urged 
to sign up for their second shot 
since today is the last day to 
sign up, according to Floyd Fen- 
nochio, drive chairman. 

Fennochio also said that the 
first shot will be wasted if the 
second shot is not taken, since 
the complete treatment consists 
of two shots.

Slams Petition Rejection

Once again justice has been 
found lacking in the conduction 
of student activities on campus. 
This time there is little technical 
or legalistic defense on the part 
of the victim... it is rather a 
matter of equity. 

Arnold Dean Olson, a_ self 
styled individualist offering hime 
self as a candidate for junior 
class president was denied the

rignt to run officially for this 
post. 
The injustice is not that of 


carrying out the procedural se- 
lection of ballots, by checking 
them against the outlined criteria 
for acceptance, but rather the 


manner in which this function 
was handled 
Olson submitted his petition 


before the specified deadline with 
approximately 100 signatures. It 
was very messy and many in- 
valid names were on it. 

On Monday Olson went to 
check on his petition’s accept- 
ance, and he was verbally as- 
sured of its validity. 

Through-out the week he came 
paigned in a limited, but enthusi- 
astic manner. 

On Wednesday and Thursday 
some signs appeared, apparently 
campaigning for him (bearing his 
name}, but not put up by him or 
his known supporters. 

Thursday at 1 p.m. when he 
arrived at his class meeting to 
speak he was handed an envelope 
by Nanci Pierce, coordinator of 
elections. 

The envelope was addressed 
apparently in haste, for the name 
was misspelied and corrected by 
hand. It held a letter signed by 
the coordinator, informing him 
that due to “numerous” reasons 
he had been disqualified and his 
name would not appear on the 
ballot. 

The only specific reason given 
for rejection of his petition was 
that his petition was void be- 
cause it was messy and out of all 
the names only 19 could be veri- 
fied as sophomores and 25 were 
needed. It was noted that many 
signatures were unintelligable 

Many students feel as I do that 
such an infraction of good taste 
should not be permitted to pass 
without comment,

Tennis at Sacramento State is 
definitely on the upswing. In 
the 9 seasons that Jack Jossi 


has coached at SSC he has 
amassed an excelent record. 
This includes 95 wins, 53 losses 
and 2 ties. During this time the 
team has been-co-champs of the 
Far Western conference 3 times 
and champions once. 

In his first year, 1949, the 
Hornets won six and lost four. 
Sam Lyons won the most val- 
uable player award that year. 
A losing year was 1950 for the 
squad, 8-9. Harry Lambrose was 


most valuable. The squad, in 
1951, had 12 wins and four 
Josses. Clarence White was the 
best player that year. Another 


losing year for the Hornets was 
1952. They won only one match 
that season while losing 12. Wil- 
bur Curtis was best player that 
year 

SSC was accepted in the FWC 
tennis league in 1953. Paul 
Wiley, a member of the Cana- 
dian Davis Cup tear and t= 
leading junior tennis player in 
Canada, teamed up with Eldon 
Rowe to give the Hornets a win- 
ning season, 14-7. Wiley won the 
FWC singles championship that 
year to give SSC the co-cham- 
pionship of the conference. In 
1954, the Hornets repeated their 
co-championship and had a win- 
ning record of 11 wins and 2 
losses 

With Wiley gone in 1955, 
Rowe took over and won the 
singles and led the team to an 
11-3 record. Last year the 
Hornets won 13 matches while 
losing 10. Jim Mischo was award- 
ed the most valuable player 
award. 

This year the Hornets had 
their best season with a 19 and 
two record. The first two posi- 
tions were held down by Bill 
Reinhardt and Harry Coleman. 
Besides wjnning the conference
